The delay Is more attributable to 
platform difficulties than to uncer­ 
tainty over nominations.

Its ante­ 
cedents were Pietistic. Eight souls 
were ihe nucleus of the movement. 
Persecution followed and the col­ 
ony of Pennsylvania welcomed the 
refugees, who caine 
and 
located 
chiefly in Germantown. 
Benjamin 
Franklin spoke highly of their in­ 
tegrity 
and 
principles. 
Their 
printing 
press—the 
first 
in 
America to publish a German Bi­ 
ble—was destroyed by British sol­ 
diers in the Revolution. 
This was 
a blow which the church recovered 
only slowly. 
The membership 
of the church 
spread 
after 
Revolutionary days 
into Virginia, Maryland, Ohio, In­ 
diana, and other states. 
They are 
not found in any great numbers 
very far south. They were in Mis­ 
souri. Kansas and Iowra before the 
civil war. In years past they were 
distinctly a rural people, but this 
Is not true as formerly. 
The name “Church of the Breth­ 
ren” is rather a late one. 
It was 
adopted by the Des Moines con­ 
ference in 1908. 
Before that time 
the names Dunker,
